GENTLEMEN, 


I S moſt Excellent Majeſty King CHARLES the 
H Second, who was a great Lover of the Noble Art of 
NavicarTioNn, finding that there were no Sea- 
Charts or Maps of theſe Kingdoms but what were Dutch, and 
Copies from them, and thoſe very erroneous, his Majeſty out 
of his great Zeal for the better Improvement of Navigation, 
was pleas'd in the Year 1681. to give me the Command of 
2 Yatch for the making this Survey ; in which Service I ſpent 
Seven years time. 
The Intent of this Survey is only to give Directions to 
Mariners to Sail alongft the Coaſt of Great Britain, and how 


_ tocarry a Ship into any Harbour, River, Port, Road, Bay , 


or Creek with ſafety, and how to avoid all Dangers known. 

It ſomerimes happens, and that too frequently , that when 
Ships which have made long and dangerous Voyages, ard 
are come home richly Laden, have been {hipwrack't on their 
Native Coaſt, whereby both Merchants , Owners and Ma- 
riners have been impoveriſh't. All our Neighbours will 
acknowledge that no Nation abounds more with skilful and 
experienced Seamen than our own , none meeting a Danger 
with more Courage or Bravery ; none taking more Care, or 
uſe more Circumſpection to prevent it, or are more laborious 
ro Overcome it: But we cannot expect that the Maſter 
and Mates of every Ship thould be acquainted with all the 
Coaſts and Harbours of Great Britain, into which they may be 
accidentally obliged to Enter. Sometimes it happens, that 
in long Voyages the Maſter and the moſt knowing Men die, 
and the Ship 15 brought into fight of Land by thote who have 
$kill enough to conduct the Ship at Sea, but are wholly un- 

acquainted

acquainted with the Coaſts and Harbours, or having but lit- 


tle Knowledge, dare not truſt to it ; in ſuch Caſes, and to ſuch 
Perſons, this Survey will ſerve in the room of a Pilot. 

As many Ships are loſt by Ignorance and Negligence, as by 
ſtreſs of Weather, ſo a Maſter of a Ship hath a very great 
Charge, and ought to be a ſober Man, as well as a skiltul Ma= 
riner : All helps of Art, Care, and CircumſpeCtion are to be 
uſed by him, that the Lives of Mariners (the moſt uſeful 
of their Majeſties Subjes at this JunCture) and the. For- 
tunes of honeſt Merchants under his Care , may be preſer- 
ved. Toſupply the Defects of which, I have been Employed 
by their Majeſties Predeceflors, and Encouraged by Inge- 
nious and Noble Benefa&tors; and as I have hitherto 
made it my Buſineſs to make thoſe true Figures of out 
Coaſts and Harbours ſo to ſerve my Country , I ſhall not 
be wanting to give them ſuch Additions and Amendments as 
I ſhall find hereafter needful : Wiſhing you always happy and 
ſucceſsful Voyages, and ſafe Returns, with Proſperity to the 
Nation and its Forces by Sea and Land, that as we have been 
hitherto,ſo we may evenbe at home Soveraigns of the Seas,and 
Umpiers of the Differences betwixt our Neighbours abroad , 
which as it is every good man's Wiſh, ſo is it the conſtant 
hearty Prayer of 
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Lhe same throught Ergland w a mall matter which 
L aarie all Seamen to allow in their Courſes :

COASTING PILOT. 


The Explanation of ſome Marks in the Sea-Charts. 


HE Depths of Wa- 
W ter are all pur down 
at Low-water on 
Spring Tydes, as you 
may {ee in the Chart 
going into Foy, Num- 
ber 17, there you 
will find that the leaſt 

. water going into that 
place is three Fathom. '- But where you find 
a Line drawn between two Figures, as in the 


_ Margent, which is uſed no where but at ſuch 


places as there is not three Fathom at Low- 
water. As for Example ; At the going 
into Rye, as you may ſee in the Chart, 
Number 8. there on the Bar you find the 
Figure 4 above the Line , which ſheweth 
that there 1s four Fathom at High-water : 
Then under the Line there is the figure 1, 
which ſheweth thar there is but one Fathom 
at Low- water on a Spring Tide. 


But for more exacinels, the deptlts of | 
water on {ome Bars , where there is but 
little water, there the depths are ſet down 
in Feet at High and Low-water ; and to be. 


a known from Fathoms, there is the Letter f 


plac'd by them, as 1n the Margent, as you 
may ſee in the Chart going into Exmonth, 
Number 14. there you find, as in the Mar- 
gent, that there is 1B foot at High-water,and 
6 foot at Low-water. 


Where your ſhall ſee a Halt-moon, as in 
the Margent, plac'd by or onany Rock or 
Sand, it Nenifierh that ſuch a Rock or Sand 
is to be ſeen at the Half-cide; that is , from 
half Ebb to halt Flood, as you may ſee 
the Chart of Falmouth, Numb. 18. There 
is a Rock in the Harbours mouth , call'd 


Falmouth Rock, and hath a Pole on it to 
ſhew where it is overflowed, and by it you 
will ſee a Halt-moon. 

Where you ſhall ſee an Arrow, as in the 
Margent, it ſheweth that the Tideof Flood, 
or part of it, running the ſame way the Ab 
row pointeth, as you may ce 1a the Chart 
of the Iſle of IVight and Cheſter-Bar.
